‘Boy’s Life’ 
remains on 
reading list 


After being temporarily pulled 
from the Boyne City High School 
reading list last month, the coming- 
of-age novel “Boy's Life” will re- 
main on the reading list in the lan- 
guage arts department at the high 
school. 

The decision was made recently 
in accordance with a recommenda- 
tion from the Language Arts depart- 
ment after reviewing the book. Boyne 
City School Superintendent Dana 
Compton said that while the book re- 
mains on the list, the change is in the 
delivery of the selection. The book 


will not be a primary selection, and - 


won't be read aloud in class. 

It will remain on the reading list, 
according Compton, along with “two 
or three other. books in the same 
genre, that cover the same kinds of 
issues.” 

“All the books will be used some- 
what in class discussion,” Compton 


said, noting that the students who: 


choose the book will likely be asked 
to answer questions about it, work in 
small discussion groups, and make 


classroom comparisons about the dif- - 


ferent novels. ; 

The use of the book at the high 
school was reviewed after coming 
under fire last month from some lo- 
cal citizens concerned over poten- 
tially objectionable content, 

“The feedback I’ve received at 
this point is pretty. positive,” 
Compton said. “It really was a mea- 
sure of compromise. We've ad- 


dressed the concerns and requests of 


both sides’of the issue.” 
In light of the recent controversy, 


- Compton said the school is looking 


at putting together a book ‘selection 


review group.

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Easter 


traditions

hile most of us associate the celebration of 

Easter with Christian aspects of the 

holiday, it’s also true that the mere 

mention of the holiday brings to mind 
visions of baskets overflowing with chocolate 
bunnies and brightly colored eggs. 

So, the question is, how did the holiest of all 
Christian holidays become so inextricably entwined 
with jelly beans and the Easter Bunny? 

The truth is simply that most of the secular 
symbols of Easter are rooted in the fact that the 
celebration of Easter coincides with the beginning of 


. Spring, in and of itself a cause for celebration in 


many ancient cultures, whose beliefs would have 
easily overlapped with early Christianity. 

The name “Easter” itself has pre-Christian 
origins, being derived, scholars believe, from the 
name of the Anglo-Saxon goddess of spring, Eastre 
(variously spelled Eostre and Ostara), whose symbol 
is arabbit. One legend of Eostre credits her with 
saving a bird whose wings were frozen by a particu- 
larly harsh winter by turing it into a hare. 

Various ancient cultures paid homage to either 
the goddess Eastre herself, or the return of spring in 
general, with practices featuring brightly colored 
eggs. The Chinese, the Egyptians, and the 
Babylonians. among others, incorporated decorated 
eggs into their spring rituals, with the egg represent- 
ing fertility, renewal, and rebirth, and the bright 
colors mimicking the returning color of springtime. 

Many Christians later adopted the practice of 
coloring eggs red, signifying the blood of Christ, and 
exchanging the eggs at Easter services, along with 
the words, “Christ is risen.” In a related practice 
from medieval times, churchgoers carried a hard- 
cooked egg in their pockets, which was then broken 
.and eaten when the priest announced “Christ is 
risen,” as the end of a long fast. 

The Easter Bunny, though, has much less to do 
with modern Christian practice than pre-Christian 
tradition, with the obvious connection being that to 
the aforementioned story of Eastre, with her en- 
chanted hare. The hare, as the legend goes, was 
magical and could lay eggs. A connection from this 
myth to our modern image of the Easter Bunny can 
be easily drawn from this tale. In addition, the rabbit. 
like the egg, has long been heralded in many cultures 
as a symbol of fertility, and so goes hand-in-hand 
with the renewal of spring. 

And the candy we find in modern day Easter 
baskets? Those sweet jelly “eggs” (“beans” any

Scholars believe that in 
the early days of Christian- 
ity, the use of pagan customs 
and festivals in Christian 
ceremony may have been a 
survival tactic, as overtly 
practicing Christianity 
could, at the time, be 
extremely hazardous to the 
practitioner’s health. Also, 
after the advent of Christian- 
ity, it may have seemed 
natural to the church to 
assimilate pagan traditions 
into Christian holidays in 
order to facilitate the 
conversion of non-believers 
to Christianity. Conse- 
quently, many customs 
associated with the celebra- 
tion of spring have become 
synonymous with the 

.. celebration of Easter. 

But while most of the 
common traditions we’re 
familiar with have roots that 
pre-date Christianity, the 
precise timing of Easter is 
all about the. resurrection of 
Christ. 

After 325 A.D. Emperor 
Constantine issued the 
Easter Rule, which stated 
that Easter would be 
celebrated on the first 
Sunday after the first full 
moon on or after the vernal 
equinox, or first day of 
spring. 

Got that? 

Much easier to remember 
is that, under the system, the 
date of Easter Sunday will 
always fall somewhere 
between March 22 and April 
25. 

It seems the idea behind 
the timing of Easter Sunday 
is to maintain, for each 
Easter Sunday, the same 
relationship to season and 
the preceding full moon that 

would have occurred at the 
time of Christ’s resurrection 
in 30A.D. 

Regardless, though, of 
when it falls, to most 
contemporary Christians, 
Easter Sunday wouldn’t be 
complete without both 
church services and a basket 
full of goodies, left by that 
elusive rabbit.

The students, under the guidance 
of their teachers, have opened a re- 


sale shop, called Clothes ““R” Us, on: 


Main Street in East Jordan. Com- 
plete with a cash register, profes- 
sional sign, and a storefront stocked 


-with clothing for men, women, and, 


primarily, children, the 35 students 
are ready. for business. 
And the community, it seems, is 


behind them. The use of the retail 


space is being donated by building 
owners Duane and Debbie 
Chappuies, who had the space for 
lease. The sign was created and do- 
nated by Pleasant Valley Design, and 
the shelving was built, free of charge, 
by Shutter Network. The East Jor- 
dan Chamber of Commerce plans to 
send some ambassadors to the shop 
for a ribbon cutting ceremony in the 
near future. “We couldn’t have done 
it without the community,” said 
Derenzy. 

The store itself, while a positive 
retail addition to East Jordan, is a 
primarily a vehicle for students to 
learn about business in the real world.

His typical Sunday schedule begins in Boyne Falls 
for his 9:15 a.m. service and allows him a little 
time to chat before traveling to Boyne City for his 
tlam. service. —~ 

He has enjoyed his several years in the area 
and admits that he will miss the beautiful setting 
as well as the close friendships he has made. He 
looks back fondly on the churches’ expanded 
outreach to youth, both through the addition of 
summer youth directors and Monday-school, with 
youth directors allow the church to reach teens 
during the “slowdown” of summer. 

, Monday-school is a program in Boyne Falls 
which allows children to experience church 
events, even if they are unable to attend on 
Sunday, being held from 2:45-4:15 p.m., a time 
many students have available.

Be egg safe this Easter season! 
The American Egg Board says that 
eggs last longer than the dates on the 
cartons, if they have been refriger- 
ated. Eggs can still be used for 
about a month after the stamped 
date or three weeks after you bring 
them home- if properly stored. Eggs 
kept at room temperature lose more 
quality in one day than in one week 
under refrigeration. 

Egg shells are porous and if ° 
stored next to onions or other strong 
smelling foods, they will absorb the 
odor. Do not store eggs on the 
refrigerator door, leave in the 
original carton and store on the 
bottom of the refrigerator. When 
handling eggs, always wash your 
hands before and after touching the 
shells. Do not eat eggs that have 
been left out of refrigeration for 
more than two hours. If the eggs are 
to be used for decoration or hiding, 
hard cgok two separate batches, eat 
the ones that are kept refrigerated 
and throw the others away.
